Joseph C. Shell, minority 
leader of the California As­ 
sembly and a declared candi­ 
date for the Republican nomi­ 
nation for governor in 1962, 
will speak tonight at a meet­ 
ing of the Californians for 
Goldwater, South Bay Chapter.

Shell has been minority 
leader in the Assembly and 
has held office since 1953. He 
has served on the Assembly 
committees on Government 
Organization, Industrial Rela­ 
tions, Manufacturing, Oil and 
Mining Industry and Revenue 
and Taxation. A gradu; te of 
USC, he received his bache 
lor's degree in Business Ad 
ministration and entered the 
Navy.

The 43-year old veteran 
served in the Naval Air Force 
and is married. He and his 
wife have five children.

New Statistics 
Course Offered 
At L.A. Harbor

A three-unit college course 
In Elementary Statistics, Sta­ 
tistics 1, will be offered in the 
evening division during the fall 
semester at Harbor college, Ed­ 
ward Robings, chairman of the 
business division, announced 
today.

The class will meet on Thurs­ 
day evenings from 6:30 to 9:30 
and requires elementary alge­ 
bra as a mathematical back­ 
ground to enroll in the course.

Stuart Friedman, instructor 
in the statistics class, is chair­ 
man of the math-physics divi 
sion at the college. Friedman, 
who studied at Columbia uni­ 
versity and did advanced work 
in mathematics at USC and 
UCLA, began teaching at Har­ 
bor In 1953 as the college's 
first full-time math Instructor 
and was chosen to be chairman 
of the division of mathematics 
and physics when it was or­ 
ganized in 1958. He has also 
been privileged to be a par­ 
ticipant in the Institute for 
Numerical Analysis sponsored 
by the National Science founda­ 
tion at UCLA during the sum­ 
mers of 1959 and 1961.

THE PRIMARY purpose of 
these institutes was to acquaint 
college personnel with the use 
and capabilities of modern elec­ 
tronic digital computers. Fried- 
man hopes to initiate courses 
in the not far distant future 
using modern computing equip­ 
ment.

The statistics course covers 
Fundamentals of the subject. 
Rome of the topics included in 
[he course will be a study of 
distributions, sampling error 
theory, and correlation theory, 
with applications in business 
and economics.
